A SERIOUS A P P A IR. 
P aris, Feb 27.—The Patriotic league 
has been holding daily meetings to pro­ 
test against tile prolongation of the 
visit of ex-Empress Frederick, of Ger­ 
many. 
P eri.in, Feb 27.—Tile action of Hie 
French people in openly disapproving 
the visit of ex-Empress Frederick to 
Paris, and tile rebuff-, and insults of­ 
fered the m other of Emperor William 
have aroused the ire of the Germans to 
a rem arkable degree. 
The Cologne 
Gazette commenting on the conciliatory 
m easures winch Einperer William has 
made to France, of which the visit of 
ex-Empress Frederick is regarded as 
proof, says: 
"The French have a right to think of re­ 
venge bnt they have no right to Injure the 
feeling of th.? head of this empire and his 
mother by insults that could be expected only 
of scoundrels. The German people feel deeply 
the outrage upon the person of their emperor, 
and they have a right to expect the French 
people and government to give ample satisfac­ 
tion and to wipe out the stain upon the honor 
of France by energetically calling to order the 
miserable wretches who have insulted tho ex- 
Empress Frederick.” 
The 
Frem denblatt 
declares 
that 
Count von M unster, the German am bas­ 
sador at Paris, in a long conference 
w ith M. Ribot, the French m inister of 
foreign affairs, gave notice th at this 
would be Germ any’s final attem pt to 
conciliate France. 
The North German Gazette regrets 
the fit of ill hum or of the French press 
and says: 
‘ It is immaterial whether French artists, 
under the pressure ot public opinion, are forced 
to abandon the idea of exhibiting works in 
Berlin or not. But it is another thing lf at 
public meetings the grossest insults and Til® 
thrusts are uttered against the ex-empress and 
the public accepts them without a protest.” 
P a ris, Feb. 27.—Ex-Em press Fred­ 
erick and her daughter visited the 
Cathedral of Notre Dame, the Cluny 
museum and the Luxem bourg gardens 
Thursday. 
Excited groups gathered in 
the lobbies of the cham ber of deputies 
in the evening discussing the Cologne 
Gazette’s article and the effect of the 
rebuff on the imperious nature of the 
emperor. 
In view 
of the Cologne 
Gazette’s reputation for such angry 
ebulitions the article fails to have the 
effect it m ight have had if produced by 
a more sober journal. 
In an interview w ith a representative 
of the Gaulois M. Deroulede, after re­ 
peating the sentim ents expressed in 
the letter to the newspapers, declared 
th at the whole agitation against Em­ 
press Frederick was due to the fact 
th at the empress abandoned her in­ 
cognito to receive foreign em bassadors 
and visit Versailles. 
An increased feeling of anxiety lest a 
sudden disturbance should occur here 
before tho Empress Frederick leaves 
Paris prevails here and is reflected in 
Berlin, 
M. Deroulede and ten other mem bers 
of the Patriotic league sent a joint let­ 
ter to the press in which they say: 
“Our object has been achieved. The check 
to th© Prussian is complete and French dignity 
is saved The demonstrations which we judged 
to be necessary would now only detract from 
the great spirit of patriotic pride th at has Just 
united all Frenchmen. 
It therefore behoove* 
us to abstain fr *in such demonstration.” 
At the reception held by M. Ribot, 
m inister of foreign affairs. Count von 
M unster, 
the 
German 
ambassador, 
threw the whole blame for the unpleas­ 
antness arising from the visit of the 
em press upon M. H erbette, the French 
am bassador at Berlin. 
This has given 
rise to a considerable am ount of diplo­ 
m atic correspondence by telegraph and 
otherw ise, the outcome of which it 
would seem is th at M. H erbette will 
most likely be recalled from Berlin, 
where he w ill be replaced by some one 
who will not lead another im perial Ger­ 
m an visitor into such a political caldron 
of hot w ater as th at in which the Em­ 
press Frederick now finds herself. T hat 
the action of the Parisians and the tone 
of the new spaper press of Paris will be 
deeply resented in Berlin nobody for an 
instant doubts, and there are many 
people who look forward, not w ithout 
a feeling of apprehension, to the effect 
th at the present “ unpleasantness” may 
have upon the mind of the young and 
w arlike em peror of Germany. 
Thus far the behavior of the public 
justifies M. Reinach’s eulogy, but the 
new spapers are running riot in their 
rem arks. 
M. Clemenceau’s paper, La 
Justice, is the most violent of all.

Jo u r says: 
“Our army is ready, our armament Is com­ 
plot® aud our reserves are thoroughly trained.” 
Regret has been expressed in many 
quarters th at the prince of Wales did 
not also come to Paris, as his w ell­ 
know n tact would have been useful 
in avoiding 'unpleasantness. 
Empress 
Frederick herself has rem ained very 
calm and 
has expressed herself as 
pleased w ith the courtesy th a t has 
been invariably accorded her by the 
public. 
The ex-kaiserin has no fear of 
an untow ard incident m arking her 
j visit, and thus far has made no change 
in her intentions or movements.

The opposition in certain quarters to a 
liberal appro pi iat ion for a state exhibit 
at the world’s fair is discreditable. Wis­ 
consin cannot afford to adyertise to the 
world that the ecterprise and sturdy 
strength which combined to make it one 
of the greatest commonwealths of the 
weal have been supplanted by an era of 
indifference. Nor should the state go in­ 
to competition with surrounding states 
without sufficient means to make an ex­ 
hibit of its varied resources and marvel­ 
ous development.

V iew s on th o A lleg ed V iolation o f th e F oot 
teeu th A m endm ent. 


W a s h in g t o n . Feb. 27.—Th* m inority 
T im b ers of the judiciary commit toe 
have prepared two reports in opposition 
to the Ilouk resolution, which was or­ 
dered favorably reported to the house. 
The judiciary committee was to inquire 
into and report to the house w hether or 
not any state has, by any constitutional 
or statutory provision, violated the sec­ 
ond section of the fourteenth amend­ 
m ent to the constitution, so th at a 
proper apportionm ent of representation 
may be made by congress. 
One minority report, prepared by Mr. 
Oates (Ala.), is 
signed 
by Messrs. 
Oates, Culbertson (Tex.), Henderson 
(N. C.) and Wilson (W. Va.), and b j 
Stew art (Vt.), 
w ith a qualification. 
This report says th at the states are not 
constitutionally prohibited from dis­ 
franchising any of their male citizens; 
it is only 
prescribed as a penalty 
for such disfranchisem ent, 
for any 
other cause than that of participation 
in rebellion or other crime, th at the 
representation in congress from such 
state shall bo reduced in the proportion 
which tho persons disfranchised bearto 
the whole num ber of adult male citi­ 
zens in such state. 
Representative Rogers (Ark.) in his 
individual m inority report snj’s: 
“Tho session proceeds on two false assum p­ 
tions: 
(I) That if a state restricts .suffrage for 
cause other than rebellion or crime it violates 
the second section of the fourteenth amend­ 
m ent; and (2) th at it is necessary for some 
states to violate this section in order th a t a 
proper apportionm ent of representatives may 
be mado.’’ 
A ttention is draw n to the Idaho pro 
vision forbidding polygam ists or Mor 
mons to vote. 
Other states, Mr. Rogers 
says, m ight be cited, but tho list is al­ 
ready so long as to suggest tho inquiry 
w hether tho whole oountry is not rap­ 
idly growing woary of tho fourteenth 
am endm ent altogothor and becoming 
imbued with the idea th at the people of 
tho states are capable of self-govern­ 
m ent and should ho left to it without 
officious outside interference. 
The m ajority of the committee in it* 
report prepared by Mr. Caswell (Wis.) 
says th at the com m ittee did not deem 
it necessary in a parliam entary in 
quiry to examine tho various state 
constitutions, but th at in the judg­ 
m ent 
of 
the 
m ajority 
the 
con 
stitutions of Mississippi and Massa 
chusetts are clearly within tho pro­ 
visions of the second section of the 
fourteenth amendment, because of the 
educational and property requirem ents 
thereof. 
The fourteenth amendment, 
it says, is broad and comprehensive in 
its basis and requires that tho repre­ 
sentation shall be reduced whenever 
there is an abridgem ent of suffrage for 
any other than the two reasons named.

and the house adjourned.

The legislative, 
executive and 
judicial appropriation 
bill was reported by Senator Allison 
(la.), who gave notice, th at he will ask 
the senate to consider it as soon as the 
sundry civil bill shall have been dis­ 
posed of. 
Tho sundry civil bill was then taken 
up and its consideration resumed, be­ 
ginning on page 65—discussion to bo 
under th*; five-minute rule. 
A large 
num ber of minor am endm ents were of­ 
fered, many of which were agreed to, 
and the bill was passed. 
The legisla 
ti vc, executive and judicial appropria­ 
tion bill was taken up and the am end­ 
m ents reported from the committee on 
appropriations were acted on as read. 
Senator Sawyer (Wis.) offered an 
am endm ent creating the. office of fourth 
assistant postmaster*,General. 
Senator 
Plum b (Kan.) said he believed the do 
partm ent under its present m anage­ 
m ent was unnecessarily extravagant 
and characterized by a lack of careful 
attention to the public expenditures. 
This new office would simply enable 
the postm aster-general to devote all his 
time to his private business.

Saving Carbons. 
A method for using the short pieces 
of carbon used in the electric arc lights 
is in operation by the electric light com 
pany at Concord, N. II., and it is stat­ 
ed that it saves 30 por cent. of the 
cost. The trimmers bring to tho station [j 
all the short pieces of carbon collected 
on their daily rounds. 
They are then 
sorted and matched so as to form a 
carbon about eight inches in length. 
They are then placed in a machine 
which forms a dowel on one piece and 
a socket in the other, and they are ce­ 
mented in the joints, tho cement be­ 
ing heat proof and a great conductor, 
so that the light is as steady when the 
joint is reached. 
The spliced carbons 
are used only in the holder. 
Carbons 
thus joined have been used for over a 
year, and the prospect is very success­ 
ful. —Boston Transcript.
